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JUDGE DENNY’S GREAT RACE. 



While Judge Denny did not break any records 
at San Francisco yesterday lie put up a per- 
formance that would have created a profound 
sensation in racing circles in the days when four- 
mile racing was common. From a time stand- 
point it was the second best four mile race on 
record, Fellowcraft’s record of 7 :194, made 
in a race at Saratoga in 1874 only excelling it. 
Lexington’s 7 :19i, Marigold’s 7 :204, Ten Broeck’s 
7 :15i and Lucretia Borgia’s 7 :11 were all made 
in races against time and over carefully pre- 
pared tracks. 

The races at four miles that have taken place 
in San Francisco within the past five years 
serve to show that the race horses of the pres- 
ent day will stay as far and as well as the four 
mile celebrities of forty years ago. It is purely 
a matter.of training, Marplot’s splendid show- 
ing at both two and four miles, when barely 
emerged from the 2-year-old class, strongly 
emphasizes this statement.
